HOUSE  of  REPRESENTATIVES

UNITED  STATES. 

Mi  nday,  May  4,  1789. 

THE  Houfe  met  agteeably  to  adjourn- 
ment. 

A  petition  from  the  flr.pwrights  of 
the  tow  of  Btltimore  wis  prejenmd  by 
Mr  Smith,  a  d  being  read,  was  refer- 
red to  a  c>m>*  '<ttt!C  of  the  whole  on  the 

ftoieofth    U  fofl. 

Mr.  1/ 1  [jor.gave  notice,  that  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  the  prefent  month,  he 
(b'udd  introduce  the  fabjeft  of  amend- 
ments to  the  Conftitutio  ,  agreeably  to 
the  fifth  article  of  the  Conftitution  :  He 
thought  it  vieljnry  thus  early  to  men- 
tion the  bujinij't)  as  it  was  weighty  and 
important,  a  id  upon  motion,  the  time 
propofed  bvthe  gentleman  was  affigned.

Mr.  Lawrence  was  oppofed  to  the 
amend  nent;  he  thought  the  t  'at  conftitu- 
t'on  fully  warranted  the  laying  a  tonnage 
duty— that  the  article  the  gentleman  re- 
ferred to  was  pi  tin  in  its  meaning,  and 
ought  i"  be  co  ifiruedo  ily  as  referring  to 
er.tr  1  f-'f  and  clearances  at  a  third  port 
L-coaftinji  vejels  were  greatty  bene- 
fited by  liiht-houjes,  pilotage.  &c.  and 
it  wis  but  reafonble  that  they  fbould  pay 
fir  rhefe  advantages. 

Mr  Midifon  was  in  fentiment  with 
Mr.  Lawrence,  in  his  con/lrnftion  of  the 
mea  ling  of  the  claitje  in  the  conjiitution.

Freight  will 
be  inianced  in  prot  ortion  to  the  ton  'nge, 
Jo  that  this  dijcrim'.nat'on  operats  as  a 
bou  ty  to  foreigners,  and  a  tax  upon  our 
vwn  produce.  But  I  appeal  to  gentlemen 
(Mr  Lawrence faid)  whether  the  pro- 
duce of  the  country  can  bear  any  addition 
to  its  price?  With  tefpeQ  to  rice  and 
tobacco,  gentlemen  from  the  font hward 
mufl  determine.  As  to  the  produce  of  the 
eajlernand  northern  flates,  it  was  well 
kowW  1  it  could  not :  the  taffefnfifberier, 
it  had  been  plainly  proved,  were  in  a  de- 
clining fttuation  already.  This  difcri- 
initiation  will  be  conjiderea  as  a  retalia- 
ting meajure.  It  is  facl,  that  no  com- 
mercial treaties  now  exijl  between  the 
United  Skates  and  Spain,  Portugal  a  .d 
Britain.  IVe  carried  on  a  great  tr.ide 
with  thofe  countries;  we  might  form 
fuch  treaties;  but  fuch  regulations  as 
Were  HOW  propofed,  would  produce  jtmi- 
lar  011  their  part;  and  in  t'tatcaje,  our 
condition,  Had  as  it  is,  will  be  changed 
for  the  Wtffe  :  As  the  fifb  from  the  eajl- 
em  Jlateswill  be  incumbered  with  duties 
in  Spain  and  Portugal.  A-  t  he  meaj  m  e 
rejpefted  Great  Britain,  the  gentleman 
thought  it  was  better  to  negotiate,  tliar. 
to  wage  a  war  of  reg  ulations.  It  would 
be  belter  to  try  this  mode  at  the  prejent  — 
the  other  would  always  be  in  our  power. 
This  discrimination  will  have  a  d'jagree- 
able  effect  :  Great  Britain  is  rich,  old 
and  powerful ;  we  now  det  ive  advantages, 
great  and  many  in  our  intercoutje  with 
them.  Their  ports  in  India  were  o;en 
to  us-—  a  trade  that  was  tonfidered  ofim- 
me  fe  importance,  and  which  the  influ- 
ence of  that  nation  it:  India  could  mater: 
ally  ajfett,  either  in  our favor  or  agait.fi. 
'The  gentleman  hoped  we  fbovid,  there- 
fore, adopt  anegociation,  before  we  tried 
the  propofed  expedient. 

Mr.  Madijoncovfdered  the  fab-eft  as 
involving  a  geneio.l  quejlion—-how  fur 
anydi  trim,  nation  fbould  be  mane?  Gen- 
tlemen had  oitjeived,  that  our /hipping 
was  iiotj  ufficient ;  he  believed  that  was 
the  fad  at  prejet.t-.-and  if  we  did  not 
want  a  maritime  power--if  the  United 
St  -ies  did  not  need  a  navy,  he  Jbould  be 
for  opening  aw.  ports  10  the  whole  world. 
But  it  is,  jir,  {the  gentleman  ohjerved) 
necejjary  to  provide  for  our  fecurity  - 
and  though  we  may  be  obliged  to  pay  a 
temporary  advance,  and  make  omcfuri- 
fice  to  obtain  it,  yet  it  wouid  jtove  a 
javi  ig  in  the  end,  and  may  prevent  the 
\m  tor,  of  war. 

Nothing  ejentially  different,  from 
what  had  before  been  ojjercd,  has  been 
now  jaid,  I  fhail  therefore  referve  my- 
jelj  to  make  amotion,  that  lime  may  be 
given  j'01  the  operation  of  this  duty. 

It  is  evident*,  that  the  Jentiments  of 
the  people  are  iufavot  ofadi/criminatien, 
evi.i;,.ceU  by  thejrparatt  oMemptsjf  the 


refpeftive  governments,  and  if  in  the  firjl  the  Houfe  would  be  in  favor  of  the  motioa 
aft  of  Congrefs  this  diflinftLn  Jbould  be  to  (hike  out  the  ciaufe  in  the  report—* 
abolifbtd,  we  (hall  certainly  di/ai point  federal  other  pc<  tlcme>\  jpoke  upon  ths 
cur  conjlituents.  The  gentleman  Iajl  " 
J'peaking,  contends,  t! at  we  enjoy  ad 
vantages  in  our  connexions  and  trade 
with  Great- Biiian.  But,  fr,  it  is  evi- 
dent, that  the  ebjeft  of  that  nation  has 
been  an  univerfal  monopoly:  Jelfili  in 
her  commercial  regulations,  we  derive 
no  benefits  from  her,  but  fu<  has  are  ex- 
torted by  her  attention  to  her  own  ne 
chives,  and  our  ptculiar  advantages: 
Thei  e  was  a  moment  when  Creat-Bt  itain 
would  have  negociated,  but  reverting  to 
her  narrow  policy,  the  want  of  power  on 
our  part  was  objected  to.  The  executive  of 
tint  country,  have  the  power  to  regulate 
their  commerce  as  the  jlate  of  things  here 
may  dictate,  varying  their  fyjlems  Jo  as 
to  promote  their  own  Inter  eft.  I  do  not 
fear  their  retaliating— they  have  tie  new 
expedients  to  try:  Ifnecejfarj,  thepeo- 
ple  will  ajjoci ate,  and  it  is  very  certain, 
that  fince  the  rejources  of  the  country 
have  been  explored,  and  our  capacity  for 
manufactures afcertained,  an  ajociation 
againjl  their  manufactory,  will  now  pro- 
duce a  greater  confler  ;at:on  than  er  r. 
I  to  iceive  we  have  nothing  to  apprehend  : 
but  Juppofing  the  worfl,  what  grevioUS 
wound  can  Great- Britain  i  Jli ft?  Re- 
firi&ians  on  the  trade  totheWefi-lniiet
